The 
view of the civilizations’ of the 
Tron Ago has been full’ of detail, 
and tho rolative order of ‘all the 
objects ig exactly known by thoir 
levels and positions, which are 
fully recorded. The date in years 
is settled by the known history of 
Southern Palestine. __,, . 
At the top of the ¢el! there were 
huge circular granaries with coni- 
cal roofs, like some figured in’ As- 
syrinn sculpture. These would 
contain up to 800'tons: of grain 
each, and might-serveto victual 
over 100,000 men for threé months, 
As these belong to the fifth cen. 
tury B.C. (dated -by a beautiful 
Greek lekythos), it seems obvious 
that they constituted. the bridre- 
head for the Persian armica keep- 
ing up the hold on’ Egypt. A 
month’s supply of corn’ while as- 
sembling, a month for forcing the 
desert road, and a month for the 
siege of the frontier . fortresses 
would be none “too much to allow 
for safety. :
